I know, it is alledg*diin England, that 
the Supremacy of the King or Queen 
over the Church is ſubordinate to the 
Headſhip and Sovereignty of Jeſus 
Chriſt, who is allow'd to be the Head 
of the Church; and therefore it is ex- 
preſs'd in the Colle&, which mentions 
the Supremacy in all Canſes, and over 
all Perſons, &c, next and' immediately 
under Thee and thy Chriſt, Supream Head 
and Governour :, And in this Caſe the 


Church of England, as all other Churches 


in the World, except the Inſtance I am 
upon, have ſome reſerv'd Rights and 
ſome IndependencFs which the ,Sove- 
reign.cannot interfere with— Whether 
the Scots Epiſcopacy can claim this or no, 
I ſhall leave: ro the AR of Parliament, 
by which they were eſtabliſh'd, to de- 
termine, which really. and abſolutely 
ſcemsto- found its whole Hierarchy in 
the abſolute Will and Dominion of the 
King, as may be ſeen 1n the Statute, to 
which [ refer, as follows, in theſeWords. 
FORASMUCH as, the Ordering and 
Diſpoſing of the External Government and 
Policy of the Church doth properly belong 
to bis Majeſty, 4s an INHERENT RIGHT 
of the Crown, by Virtue of hs Royal Pre- 
ropative and Supremacy in Cauſes Eccleſi- 
aſtical————Be it Enacted, &c,— Vide 
1 AR, 2. Seſſion, 1 Parl. Cha, IT. 1662. 
Now, if theſe Gentlemen in Scotland 
acknowledge the whole External Go- 
vernment and Policy of the Church, to 
be veſted in the Crown by an Inhercnt 
Right—— They have aCtually given 
up the Divinity of the laſticution, and 
the Crown, by whoſoever poſleſs'd, 
has .an Inherent Right to diſpoſe, not 
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the Biſhops only, but even Epiſcopacy it 
—aper phgrs Franrenss god 
other Church Government, the King 
or Queen ſhould pleaſe. 

If this be not granted, why then did 
they accept of being reſtor's in Scotland 
in ſuch Terms, and why did they claim 
to come into the Church there by Vir- 
tue of the King's Right, rather than 
that of GOD Almighty's? Indeed I 
muſt own, as this was veſting the Crown 
in a moſt Tyrannick Power over the 
Church of Chrift, ſo it ſeems, as if 
nothing but aT'yrannick Uſarpation up. 
on the Kingdom and Authority of Jeſus 
Chriſt could be a proper Foundation 
for ſuch a Kind of Hierarchy, 

. But be that as it will; this is cer- 
tain, that here is the abſolute Inherenc 
Right of the Crown, to the ſetting up 
what Church-Government it ſhould 
pleaſe, Recogniz'd by the Epiſcopal Efta- 
bliſbment : From whence I draw a few 
ſhorr Inferences, which to me ſeem ra- 
tional; if thoſe Gentlemen do not thick 
ſo, 1 hope, they will excuſe me in gi- 
ving my Opinion. 


I, That then Depoſling Epiſcopacy 
was no Wrong done to any Body in 
Scotland, for being done by the Crowr,, 
viz, Ring and Parliament, it muſt be 
lawful, ſince, ut ſupra, the Ordering and 
Diſpoſal of the Government and Policy 
of the Church, is an laheren: Right of 
the Crown. | 

2. That this confirms the Neceſlity 
of Epiſcopacy in Scotland being founded
